Less than a moiety of this amount 
has come through Easter Day cftorts, 
a good deal of it has been raisod by the 
individual efforts of noble hearts, but 
all moneys sequestered to the cause of 
missions by our church, directly or 
iudirectly have been recorded and 
accounted for toſthe fullest extent of our 
ability, and yet we hear of boxes sont 
and donations made to spevial work of 
which we are not able to give a defi- 
nite report. 

After careful survey of the field and 
its needs the Missionary Board have 


made, as a very conservative estimate, 
the following calcnlation, to wit 
$20, 000 must be raised directly for | 
missions and placed in our hands to be | 
#y#tematically apportioned in order to | 
get the work in good condition, hold 
the vantage ground already gained 
and assure future success.

Io“ Delivered in Philadelphia 


HE SEES NO MANHOOD FUTURE FOR 
THE BLACK MAN HERE.

Being en ronte from Atlanta to New 
York, to meet the board of missions, 
which convened in that city Jan. 30th, 


euch a bright future here for the black 
man, but could only recommend 
prayer and a weekly newspaper, many 
looked solemn and forlorn. 

Dr. J. C. Embry sat and looked pen- 
sively thonghtfnl, «nd now and then 
wonld drop his face toward the floor | 
and frown and take an oblique peep | 
at others to zee, if possible, how they | 
were receiving it. The Dr. looked as 
if he wanted to ny. Doch! 

Dr. L. J. Coppin, sat with his face | 
frouting the opposite side of the | 
church, and looked at the Judge with 
both eyes turned sidewaye, at an an- 


gle of zabout forty-five degrees. Dr. | 


wo reached Philadelphia abont 7 
o'clock on the evening of the 29th, and | 
learning that Judge Albion W. Tour- 
gee would lecture at Shiloh Baptist 
church on that evening, upon the Duty | 
and Destiny of the Negro, and being | 
acquainted with his sterling worth and | 
unlimited friendship for the 


: 


Negro, 


and how nobly ho had defended the | 


Negro for many years, and also know- | 
ing that he was uncompromisingly op- 
posed to our African emigrationsl sen- | 
timents, with many other congidera- 
tions, we determined to stop over and 
hear him at the risk of forfeiting onr 
railroad ticket, which forbade the ex- 
ercise of such a privilege. 

Leaving the cars we sought and ob- 
tained a snack to cat, paid our respects 
to Madam Haghes, who was quite sick, 
and reached the church in time to wit- 
ness the introduction of the eminent 
advocate of the civil, political aud so- 


cial rights of the American Negro. | 
The judge was properly and just. 
ly greeted with great applause, 


and a splendid audience filled the spa- 
cions church, aud many of the most 
eminent personages of our race were | 
among the number. | 

As the judge had so mereilessly lace- | 
rated us, for favoring even partial 
African emigration, we had our cars 
pricked, with pencil and note book, to 
catch the snbstance of every ray of 
hope that the judge might point out to 
the Negro, in this country, and indeed 
we were glad of the opportunity of! 
listening to a man who had the ability, | 
learning, and the willingness to do 50, 
if a solitary ray seintillated above the 
dark horizon. 

True, in his lecture of an hour and 
a half, the judge said many things of 
interest and profit, Wit, irony, «ar- 
casm and invectives were now and then 
foreibly employed, but we listene in 
vain for a favorable future for the | 
Negro iu this country. © To sum the | 
lecture np in a few words, it was about | 
As follows . 

He denonnced Negro slavery before 
the war. He denounced the south for | 
its prescnt nnjnst treatment of th: 
black man. He denonneed the African 
Slave trade that first bronght the Negro 
to this country. He denon need the | 
mobs and lynchers, whose existence is 
& enrxe to the laud. 

He denounce African emigration | 
and. even Africa itself, He denonnucel | 
the unjust decisions which had come | 
from the conrts of the country in op- 
position to the rights of the Negro. 
He denonneed the apathy and indiffer- | 
ence of the United States congress. 
He denouuced the white press of the 
country for their misrepreventation of 
of the Negro. He denouneed the 
Christianity of the country for its col- 
or prejudice and race discriminations, 
He denonneed one-third of the white 
people of the north for taking sides 
with the oppressors of the black man. 
He denounced another third of the 
white people of the north for knowing

and cariu nothing about the abnor- 
mal condition of the Negro, Among 


the last third of the northern whites, 
he found two hundred and thirty thou- 
and who are gennmine friends of the 
black man, aud the other portion of 
the third were willing for the Negro 


to have his civil and political 
rights, but were horrified at 
tho thought of social 


equality ever being possible between 
white and black. He admitted that 
any physical resistance upon the part 
of the Negro, of a beHigerant char- 
acter against the will of the dominant 
race would simply be madness and fol- 
ly. 8o that out of 57,000,000 of 
whites in the United States the Judge 
aid the Negro only had 230,000 un- 
conditional friends, and the Judge 
coneluded his elaborate and able dis- 
course, by telling the Negro that his 
only remedy for the existing evils is 
to pray and fast; that God was al- 
mighty and would turn things around 
in his own good time. He did not 
suggest a sohtary thing for the Negro 
to do beyond fasting and prayer, and 
to edacate his children, and be sober 
and honest, and thus concluded; and 
any old wash-woman in Philadelphia or 
in the South, could have said as much. 
Yes—T beg pardon; he did offer another 
remedy, if it can be entitled u remedy. 
He advised the colored people to rally 
around the 230,000 of our white 
frieuds, and help to support a great 
equal rights paper, they contemplate 
publishing, for the purpose of chang- 
ing publie sentiment in our favor. 
But now for the sequel, which we will 
confine to our own church mem- 
bers, as we can take more liberty with 
them than we could with others. 
When it was discovered that the 
Judge was about to conclude his lec- 
tare and leave the American Negro in 
auch a hopelcss condition, when it 
was expected he would exterminate 
African emigration forever, and show

Our national convention, which met 
in Cincinnati, placed us at the head of | 
the National Equal Rights Conncil, | 
which they projected, and there is no 
Africa in it, nor shall we inject any. 
We Shall fight it ont on the stay-here | 
policy, in all of our official acts. But 
Judge Tourgee convinced ns as never | 
before, that the hope of the Negro is 
alone found in the nationalization of | 
the race, or in Mr, Graves statehood 
theory. 

Looking at our sitnation, from u 
haman standpoint, he left us without | 
one star of hope, to mellow the dark- | 
ness of our surroundings. The logie 
of his position is that this is not only | 

, 


« white aims country, Bat that it is 
a white man's world, and that . black | 
had nothing to expect, but «nbordina- | 
tion to white, both in this country and 
in Africa, For he gave us to nnder- | 
stand that every foot of African terri- 
tory, would oon be in the hands of 
the white race. 

As a Negro, if we saw things, us | 
Judge Tourgee sees them, we wonld be | 
tempted to curse God, and commit 
suieide. We do not 


mean that the 


Judge justified, endorsed or sanctioned | 


this condition of affairs, to the con- | 
trary he denonnced them; but such 
was the logic of his entire lecture, We | 


| thank God, however, that we do not sce 


our future as he docs. We believe the | 
Negro has a grand future, but whether | 
he will reach it in this country or not, 
is the grave question at issue. Looking 
at it in the light of history and philos- 
ophy, we sco no manhood future for 
the black man here. On that point, 
we are as hopeless as Judge Tourgee. | 
Bat the Negro race will not always be | 
fools, They wilt reach the arena of | 
common sense after awhile, and when 
they do, they will shake off their pres- 
ent surroundings, and seek and fiud | 
better conditions, and utilize them to | 
their honor and future glory.

TRIBUTE 
To Bishop Daniel A. Payne, 
Decensed. 


Extract from Sermon Preac hed on Me- 
morial Day at Ottumwa, lows, 
by Rev. 8. B. Jones. 


On Wednesday. Nov. 29th, 1893, the 
soul of Bishop Daniel A. Payne, 
changed worlds, which ended the 
earthly career of one of the greatest 
and noblest of men. 

Scholarly, profound in wisdom, far- 
sighted in gnarding the interests of 
the church; but de not only revere 
him for these attainments, but for his 
tenderness of heart as well, because he 
not only loved, but loved with a rever- 
ent ſondness. 

Throughout a long, active life he 
proved himself a hero, « true apostle, 
nay, a martyr for Christian truth. 
Like the Apostle Paul, his motto was, 
This one thing I do.” For this sin- 
gleness of aim he suffered as few suffer 
to-day, because his career began in 
that period of our country's history 
when the souls of men were tried, But 
his trials never ended until Wednes- 
day, Nov. 29th, 1593, when he began 
to tardily descend the tomb. 

In lite he stood forth a constant 
friend, unmoved, unshaken, trampling 
under foot the blandishments of youth, 
giving himself to the cause he loved 
with n fearless soul, yet with a spirit 
as gentle as that of the best loved 
disciple, who not only leaned on the 
bosom of Christ, but alone of all tho 
disciples _ followed him to tho 
Cross. 8 

It is the glory of a good man, that 
his influence survives him; He being 
dead yet speaketh. The influence of 
Bishop Daniel A. Payne is indebbly 
stamped upon every department of the 
African M. E. church. Study any de. 
partment of it and we must acknowl- 
edge that we recognize the touch of 
his hand and influence of his brain. 
Like the flowers that blozsom and 
bloom in nature's garden ; the influence 
of Bishop Daniel A. Payne not vouly 
aurvives him for the prevent, but will 
continue and in each succecding gen- 
eration, gather new Ifistre und glory 
to his name. 

Binhop Payne is dead; vet be »pecak- 
eth, and will continue to speak until 
all things are lost in the eternal voice 
of God. 

His character will contivually grow 
brighter and brighter in the church 
militant, and finally in the church tri- 
umphant shine forth in the «plendor 
of Heaven.

ont «hows that the Mediter- 
ranean is thickly netted with cables 
west of Malta, So is the North At- 
lantic between the thirty-eighth and 
fiſty-fiſth parallels, The North ea, 


Pacific, the 
South Atlantio and the great stretch 
of the Indian ocean between Madagas 
car and Australia. There is no con- 
siderable cable north of Stockholm or 
sonth of Nelson, New Zealand. Th 
Black a is completely girdled by 
land lines and erossed by one cable, 
The Gulf of Mexico is crozsed, though 
not at its widest, by several cables, 
and the waters of the West Indies are 
becoming thickly netted—with short 
cables. 

Coast commnnications in the United 
States and Europe are maintained 
mainly by land lines, but in Africa, 
South America ayd much of Asia the 
aame thing is maintained by means of 
long or short cable loops, It thus 
happens that this country, although 
more thoroughly equipped with tele- 
graphic lines than any other in the 
world, has a comparatively small 
amonnt of cable within ber own wa- 
ters, This may perhaps account in 
part for the fact that cable making is 
only jnst beginning to be an important 
industry in the United States. 

Tho navy of the United States, 
however, bas done a vast deal for the 
art of cable-laying. Commander Sigs- 
bee has invented « highly effective 
zonnding machine for ascertaining the 
depth of the ocean, an absolutely 
necessary preliminary to cable-laying. 
Lieutenant Commander Z. L. Tanner 
of the navy devised an ingenious case 
for deep sea thermometers, and aleo 
improved a thermometer frame in- 
vented by an Italian navy officer, The 
navy department has aleo issued 
an elaborate treatise on cable-laying, 
and made soundings for the proposed 
Pacific cable route. New York Sun.

The lamps should be wi with 
cheese cloth. The wicks should be 
trimmed with the «harp edge of « 
visiting card or with à poker, beated 
redhot and over tho wick. 
This last method is à little trouble- 
some, but it removes the charred part 
evenly, Wicks used for « long time, 
even when they do not become very 
short, grow thick and are apt to give 
forth an nnpleazant odor. They should 
be renewed once & month at least. In 
duplex burners one wick should be 
trimmed in the opposite direction 
toward the center, 

Bnrners should be wiped free from 
bits of charred wick und drops of oil 
every day, Every now aud then they 
should be boiled in strong soapeuds, 
to make them perfectly clean. When 
they have beed used a long time, they 
need replacing, — Hardware, 


A Good Furniture Pollsh. 


A good furniture polish may be 
made by putting equal parts of spirits 
of wine, vinegar and olive oil in s 
large bottle and shaking thoroughly 
every day for a week, when it will be 
ready for use. This polish should be 
applied to the furniture with a oft 
woolen cloth and thoroughly rubbed 
in. If the furniture is very dirty it 
may be rubbed clean with & woolen 
cloth dipped in Kkerosene. — Ladies"
